These objects, he thinks, are fairly well 


attained by the American political ma- 
chine. In England he considers the cau- 
cus unnecessary, because these objects do 
not exist. He says there i* rarely or 
never reason to doubt the integrity of the 
regular Parliament iry representative, and 
that in Kngland the caucus becomes a sim- 
ple expedient for controlling the more in- 
telligent, the better informed, and, on 
the whole, the|more honest, by the more ie- 
nuiiini, uiemore stupidly factious, and 
ou the whole the less upright.

thut self-government on this side the At- 
lantic is on the whole a failure.

PARSIFAL. 


A correspondent of the Now York 


Ufi-iM 
wilting from lUireuth, reviews 


Kiclurd Wagner's new opera, "Parcifal," 
of which so much has been expected. Us 
".lulls and merits are depicted ,iy the cor- 
respondent as follows • 


The overture is good. 
Much of Gur- 


neinaiiy/s music, which was superbly sung 
by Sc.iria, of Vienna, is admirable, as is 
th': music which accompanies the moving 
scenery, and the whole of the scene in the 
hall of the Urail is singularly beautiful 
perhaps as great as anything that Wagner 
has ever done. The choruses of knights,' 
of esquires at the mid-height and of boys 
at the lop of the dome, which answer each 
other in turn, are very lovely, and it is 
here that the religious sentiment is at its 
highest. Amfortas' hitler self-reproaches 
are slrong and dramalic, and the celebra- 
tion of the Supper of the Grail is su- 
premely effective. 
This is really the cli- 


max of the work, and Wagner never again 
reaches the same height. The second 
act, nevertheless, is often very fine. The 
scene between Kundry and 'Klingsor is 
powerful, the sons ofthe Blumen-madchen 
as they woo Parsifal are bewitching, and 
the scene between Parsifal and Kundry 
has some very strong passages. The third 
act is the weakest of the three. 
Its chief 


fault is that it is so nearly a reproduction 
of the first act. After the introduction, 
which portrays admirably the calm of a 
Good Friday morning in the dominions 
of the Grail, one begins to lose interest, 
and the long dialogue between Parsifal 
and Gurncmanz, very like the first part 
of the first act, becomes rather wearisome. 
Again, the second scene closely resembles 
the corresponding scene of the first act. 
It is laid in the hall of the Grail, Amfor- 
tas reproaches himself bitterly, just as he 
did in act I., and when, for a climax, 
Parsifal assumes the kingship and raises 
aloft the Grail, glowing with celestial 
light, one has already seen Amfortas do 
precisely the same thing. 
It would 


require music of almost supernatural 
beauty to compensate for such a. lack of 
novelty and surprise at the supreme mo- 
ment of the drama, and the music of the 
third act is not so fine as that of the first. 


From all this I do not mean to intimate 


that "Parsifal" is in any sense a failure, 
for it is nothing of the sort. I only wish 
to show, in some measure, why it "is not 
likely to be so popular as others of Wag- 
ner's works. 
Wagner, however, cares 


nothing for popularity. 
He is said to in- 


tend this work only for a select public 
which can raise itself to the same spiritual 
plane in which the r-usic is written.

are endeavoring to prejudice consumer 
against all other preparations than thoi 
own by exhibiting from house to house 
test purporting to show the quality o 
various powders. The facts are, this so 
called test, which we are told simply con 
sists in adding a little iodine to a sample 
can in no way reveal the true value of 
baking powder, and is only calculated t 
deceive and prejudice the minds of th 
ignorant and unwary. Some powders ar 
injurious, but this can only appear b 
analysis. The true value of a bakin 
powder consists in the amount of leaven 
ing gas which is given off when hea 
and moisture are added to the flour, an 
it is only the chemist, with the aid o 
chemical appliances, who can determin 
the volume of gas which any powder ca 
evolve. We will venture to say that ther 
is not an article prepared for food tha 
might not be manipulated by chcmica 
tests to prove that something was wron 
about it, and when a person goes into 
kitchen, or before a housekeeper, who i 
not to be presumed to understand chem 
ical relations, and performs an exper 
ment of even the simplest character, 
is not difficult to impress one that some 
thing awful is the matter. As to bakin 
powders, we could suggest a dozen test 
that would be as ridiculous in giving 
fair idea of their relative merits to a 
uninstructed mind as the one here men 
tioned. The truth is, that the best tes 
to make of a baking powder is to try it i 
making bread, and see which makes tl 
most and best. To this practical test a 
of the established brands of powder 
have been put, and housekeepers hav 
very generally made up their minds whic 
they prefer, and the iodine testers wi 
will find ultimately that households tha 
have lor years used a favorite brand wi 
not be apt to make a change on the te 
proposed.—American Grocer.

DISAPPOINTED IN AMERICA. 


TITK HEAsoNS THE JEWS WIIO HAVE Ki> 


i TO RUSSIA GIVE FOU THEIII 


FAILURE HERE. 


ST. Pun KRsiaiui, July 20. — Tliousands 


of Hussian Jews, after being mobbed and 
otherwise maltreated here, crossed the 
ocean full of hope, believing that the 
United St ites would prove to be their 
true land of promise. 
They dreamed of 


enjoying their political and religious free- 
dom and material prosperity. 
About a 


year has |usscd since this movement be- 
gan, and now the Jewish emigrants are 
returning to Russia by hundreds. 
The 


experience of those who come back from 
America i-. particularly interesting. They 
say they have discovered that Kussia and 
the united States belong to two different 
worlds, and represent two different civili- 
zations. 
Jn Russia over !)0 per cent, of 


the population are illiterate, while in the 
United States hardly 10 per cent, are il- 
literate; in Russia there is an Autocrat 
who rules, und in the United States the 
sovereign people hold their destinies in 
their own hinds ; in Russia industry and 
trade are undeveloped, while the United 


A fence was built across a street in 


1852 by a railroad company, and in 1881 
an owner of one of the houses on the 
street filed a 
!>ill in equity to enjoin the 


company from maintaining the fence, on 
the ground that it was a public nuisance. 
The bill was dismissed for two reasons, 
set forth by the Pennsylvania Court of 
Appeals as follows; 1. A court of equity 
.will not protect a person against a public 
nuisance unless he shows that he suffers 
some special injury ; if his injury is that 
only which is Buffered by the public gen- 
erally, he cannot procure on injunction. 
2. In this cas> the complainant has been 
contented witli the condition of the street 
for nearly thirty years, and he has slept 
so long upon his alleged injury that he 
cannot find re ief in equity. 
To fail to 


assert a right promptly is to forfeit the 
privilege of enforcing it in equity, and 
here the delay lias been so long continued 
that that alone is sufficient to deny the 
relief asked. 


States in this respect stand among the 
foremost nations of the world. 


The Russian Jews being, as a rule, ed- 


ucated to a certain degree, can always 
find easy and profitable occupation among 
the millions of ignorant Russian peasants. 
In Russia (he Jews constitute a large 
percentage of the merchants, professional 
men, land agents, trade agents, and so 
on. But when they arrived in the United 
States thcj discovered that, as regards 
education and business experience, they 
were far below the average Americans, 
and that they were not in a position to 
choose the easiest and most profitable oc- 
cupations, but must take up any work of- 
fered to unskilled laborers. 
Moreover, 


on account of their foreign ways and hab- 
its they could not successfully compete 
even with common American working- 
nun. ^In short, when they came Tacc to 
face with the intelligent and industrious 
Americans, the Russian Jews realized 
that in order to succeed in the new world 
tbey must begin life from the beginning. 
But that M-cmcd a hard task. In the 
meantime their brethren in Russia heard 
glad tidings from the (J/ar's new Minis- 
ter, and the emigrants learning that times 
wore likely to be better for them in 
Russia, began to long to get back again. 


"Is there no hope for your people in 


the United States''" I asked a returned 
Jew. 


"There is hope," lie replied, "but on 


our journey thither 
the condition 'that 
shall take not fourteen days but forty 
years. 'It is useless to try to straighten 
an old crooked tree,' runs a Russian say- 
ing. 
If we should send only our young 


twigs and branches, the Yankees in 
proper time would make good timber of 
them." 


Another .lew, an assistant 
surgeon, 


who has also tried his luck in the United 
States, thus related his experience : 


"They told me it was a free country, 


but when I got there they did not allow 
me to practice medicine. 
'Get first a 


doctor's dipluma,' they said. 
What an 


idea! No diploma, no practice. Is that 
freedom? Then my wife was obliged to 
cook, wash, and do all the housework her- 
self, while here in Russia she never did 
anything of the kind. In short, I felt 
more comfortable in Russia, and so here 
I am again.'' 


A Jewish mechanic said : "Though I 


failed to compete with the American 
workingmen, yet I am glad I have been 
in America. Before seeing the American 
factories and farms I had an entirely 
wrong idea of what is called hard and 
thorough woi k. 
What we here consider 


hard work, 01 good work, the American 
workmen would call chilj's play, or a 
fool's frolic. 
An American mechanic or 


farmer at his work is a sight worth see- 
ing. I tell you an American workingman 
is worth four Russian workingmcn. 
If 


the Russians were as industrious as the 
Americans air, there would be no richer 
country in the world than Russia. I'eter 
the Great nvd to send his subjects to 
Germany ami Holland to learn trades. 
His successoi now would do a great thing 
by sending his subjects to the United 
States to learn how to work."

cans," as they call the returning Jews, 
and congratulating them on their "trans- 
atlantic cxpti ience."

through the Governor. 
The matrimonial 


candidates must be young and exempt 
from physical infirmities. 
Girls under 


long sentences readily catch at this meth- 
od of escaping from prison life. The only 
moral qualification requisite is to have 
behaved well nt least two years in the 
penitentiary. 
The selected" candidates 


have to sign engagements promising to 
marry convicts and to settle in New Cal- 
edonia for the remainder of their lives. 
On these conditions the Government 
transports them, gives them an outfit, and 
a ticket of leave when they land at Nou- 
mea. 
Their marriages are arranged for 


them by tho Governor of the colony, who 
has a selection of well behaved convicts 
ready for them to choose from, and each 
girl may consult her own fancy within 
certain limits, for the proportion of mar- 
riageable men to women is about three to 
one. 
It has frequently happened that 


pretty girls have been wooed by warders, 
free settlers, or time-expired soldiers and 
sailors, instead of by convicts. In such 
cases the Governor can only assent to a 
marriage on condition thai the female 
convict's free lover shall place himself in 
the position of a ticket-of-leave man, 
and undertake never to leave the colony. 
The married couples get huts and free 
grants of land, and all they can draw from 
it by their own labor, becomes theirs. 
During five years they are subjected to 
the obligation of reporting themselves 
weekly at the district police office, and 
they are forbidden to cm.cr public houses 
and must not be found out of doors at 
night. 
This probationary period being 


satisfactorily passed, they get their full 
freedom, but subject always to the condi- 
tion of remaining in the colony. 
To this 


rule the law has forbidden that any ex- 
ception shall ho made. 
On no account 


whatever must convicts who have accept- 
ed grants of land and contracted "admin- 
istrative marriages," as they are called, 
even return to France.
